“If the seller does not issue delivery order for the 
fulfilment of his outstanding sale transactions by the last 
tender day of the delivery period the seller shall pay 
damages equivalent to the difference between the rate 
of the previous clearing or the rate of the contract 
(whichever is applicable) and the due date rate or the 
maximum rate whichever is lower provided such rate is 
higher than the rate of ihc previous clearing or the rate 
of the contract. The seller shall also pay penalty' as 
prescribed in the Bye-law No. 148 provided the amounts 
so prescribed do not exceed the amount equivalent to 
the difference between the due date rate and the maxi- 
mum rate fixed, in case the amounts of penalty pres- 
cribed under Bye-law 148 exceed the difference between 
the due date rate and the maximum rate fixed, the 
penalty payable shall be equivalent to the difference be- 
tween the due date rate and the maximum rute fixed. 

If the seller has issued dcliverv order without any goods 
to tender against the same or the seller or his muccadam 
or his agent docs not give delivery of the goods, the 
buyer shall act in accordance with other Bye-laws. 

(ii) After Bye-law 262, the following new Bye-law 
shall be added as Bye-law 262-A. viz.. 

Bye-law 262-A : 

“For the purposes of April 1964 and subsequent deli- 
veries of hedge contracts in Gronndnut-m-shell and 
Groundnut, the Bye-law 262 as amended sh ill be appli- 
cable and for the purpose of February 1964 hedge con- 
tracts in Groundnut-in-shell, Bye-law 262 as it stood 
immediately before the 17th January' 1964 (the date of 
approval hv the Secretary, Forward Markets Commis- 
sion) shall be applicable.”

45 (ii) The Board shall, with the previous approval of 
the Forward Markets Commission, fix the date from 
which trading in each contract will commence. The 
Board may, however, with the concurrence of the For- 
ward Markets Commission permit trading in a hedge con- 
tract for any other delivery month and/or commence 
trading in a period other than what is provided in (i) 
above.”

Whenever it is considered expedient in the 
interest of the trade so to do, the Board or the 
Forward Markets Commission may require 
every member, before entering into a hedge con- 
tract to obtain a declaration in the prescribed 
form from any or all of his clients indicating 
his true name, address, occupation, any other 
name or trading styles in which he trades and/ 
or the names of other members of the Exchange 
with whom he has traded. Copies of such 
declarations shall be filed with the Exchange 
immediately after the contracts are entered into 
and the declarations together with documents 
pertaining to the contracts shall be open to ins- 
pection by the Exchange or the Commission.” 

II. After Bye-law 214, the following new Bye-law shall 
be added as Bye-law 214A, viz . — 

“214A(a) If a non-member client fails to pay the 
amount of margin, if any, prescribed under the 
Bye-laws in respect of contracts made with or 
through a member, the member concerned shall 
have the right to close the said contracts at the 
market rate or at such rate or rates as may be 
fixed by the Board in this behalf. 


III. In the official contract form for hedge contracts 
for groundnut oil between member and non-member 
appended to the Bye-laws : — 

(i) The following term shall be added after term 
3, as term 3A, viz . — 

“3 A. You shall have to give a declaration in writing 
in a form prescribed by the Board of Directors 
of the Exchange indicating your true name, 
address, occupation, any other name or trading 
styles in which you trade and the names of other 
members of the Exchange with whom you have 
traded whenever such a form is prescribed by 
the Board." 

(ii) For term 4, the following shall be substituted, 
viz . — • 

“4. If you fail to comply with any of the aforesaid 
terms I/we shall have the liberty to close the 
contract at the market rate or at the rate or 
rates fixed by the Board of Directors of the 
Adoni Oilseeds and Oil Exchange Ltd., in this 
behalf at your risk and on your account without 
consulting you.”
